New York, April 12.—[Special.]— 
Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the board 
of the United States Stee! corporation, 
late today announced a reduction in 
steel prices ranging from $1.50 to $9 a 
ton for various kinds of steel, up to 


as much as $15 a ton for tin plate. 


Vast importance, industrially, steel 
products and their prices being a sort 
of guide post in commerce. 

The statement gaid the action was 
taken after consultation with the pres- 
idents of the various subsidiary com- 
panies, who were called to New York. 

The reduction takes effect immediate- 
ly. The decreases, however, are con- 
fined to certain products only, it being 
stated that a reduction on tubular 
products and sheets will be announced 
later, probably within the next two 
weeks, as the matter of adjustment !n 
regard to these products has not as 
yet been definitely decided upon. 


Some of the New Prices. 


‘ The new prices scheduled, as com- 
pared with the old prices, in effect 
since March, 1919, and which were the 
prices fixed by the industrial board, 
call for a reduction of $9 a ton in plates, 
$5 a ton in structural steel, $5 in bars, 
$9 for wire rods, $7 for plain wire, $8 
for sheets end smal! billets, $4 for slabs, 
$1.50 for 4x4 and heavier billets, and 
$15 a ton for tin plates. In stee] rails 
there was no reduction, and wire nails 
also were unchanged.

to which the United States Steel cor- 
poration adhered throughout the pe- 
riod of inflated steel prices, follow: 


All prices are f. o. b. Pittsburgh. 

In some instances the prices quoted 
are higher than those of the independ- 
ent concerns, while in other cases the 
prices are below those of the independ- 


ents. 

Cuts Under Independents. 
In the case of steel billets, for in- 
stance, the price now quoted by the 
Steel corporation is $37 a gross ton, as 
compared with $38 now being quoted 
by the independent concerns. 
In announcing the reduction Mr. 
Gary made no comment as to wages. 
It is believed, however, that the 
question of wages is so closely bound 
up with steel prices, that a reduction 
in the latter must ultimately lead to 
a reduction jn the wage schedule.

ATAVICOSIS, NEW 


DISEASE, FOUND 
_ BY DOCTOR HERE 


| Dr. James John Monahan of Chi- | 
| cago leéturing in Saginaw, Mich., last 
night before the Saginaw County Medi- | 
cal society, announced the discovery of | 
a new disease which he calls atavicosis. | 
‘Jt is similar to appendicitis and, he’ 
says, many operations are performed | 
for the latter which are of no benefit | 
to the patients because in reality they | 
have atavicosis. 

The disease is an inflammation of the 
‘intestines due to the eating of highly 
‘ concentrated food, which minimizes the 
work of the intestines and causes them 
to degenerate. In this respect he com- 
pared man to parasitic animals which 
have degenerate intestines. The condi- 
tion occurs when little pouches form 
on the intestinal wall and to re- 
tain the intestinal contents, causing in- 
fection.

Von Tirpitz asserts that England would secretly 
approve, if not incite, a war between the United 
States and Japan in the belief that it would weaken 


a hasty and drastic liquidation which would tax 
the already severely strained resources of the coun- 
try, but by spreading liquidation over a conaider- 
able period to permit American energies to revive 
promptly and thus find the strength to deal with 
its obligations. 

This represents the best opinion of the country, 
as likewise does the president’s urgent appea] to 
congress to put restraint upon appropriation and 
his pledge as chief executive to enforce rigid econ- 
omies in expenditure. The establishment of a 
budget system and reorganizations in government 
business would seem to be the determined purpose 
of the new administration, and.from them the 
country may cqnfidently expect a very large saving 
and the substantial relief in taxation which it 
will permit. 

As to our present confused, ineffective, and bur- 
densome revenue laws, the president proposes a 
repeal of the excess profits tax and reform of ex- 
asperating and inequitable exactions. |

Such @ 
basis would provide for an international arrange- 
ment mutually profitable, such as a contract be- 
tweeh business firms, with nothing of sentiment 
in it. It is not necessary for us to love England, 
or to love Japan, or France, or Germany, but we 
can do business on a clear understanding and with 
a minimum danger of repudiation. 

Thus, analyzing our relations with both England | 
and Japan, we come to the conclusion that our 
interests undoubtedly lie more closely paralle] with | 
the former than with the latter. This being the |

Continuing the discussion of our domestic situa- 
tion, the president sounds a warning to business 
enterprise which takes a perverted form of unlaw- 
ful restraints and methods in trade, and he calls at- 
tention to the fact that while deflation has been |. 
eccomplished in the cost of grains and live stock, 
it has not been adequately reflected in a corre- 
sponding reduction in the cost of living. A thorough 
investigation of this phenomenon is promised, and 
an appeal is made for fair play and such con- 
sideration of the common good as will stimulate 
the revival of prosperity for all. 

_An essential factor of such revival and of any 
prosperity in this country is a solution of the 


_ grave difficuities besetting the railroads, and on 


this subject the president declares that freight car- 
rying charges are so high as to discourage business 
and that rates and cost of operation must be 
lowered. Indorsement is given Senator Cummins’ 
proposal for a thorough investigation. 

“The remaining obstacles which are the herit- 
ance of capitalistic exploitation must be removed 
and must join management in understanding 
that the public which pays is the public to be 
served, and simple justice is the right and will 
continue to be the right of all the people.” 

Recommendations as to good roads, the merchant 
marine, aviation, national citizenship, maternity, 
care of veterans, etc., may be discussed another 
day.

As to the problems of our foreign relations, the 
president declares that “in the existing league of 
nations, worlé-governing with its super-powers, 
this republic will have no part,” and the world is 
informed that “the league covenant can have no 
sanction by us.” 

Respecting the technical state of war which 
now exists between us and the central powers, the 
president declares it ought not to be permitted to 
continue, and he is therefore ready to approve “a 
declaratory resolution by congress with the quall- 
fications essential to protect all our rights.” But 


us rather than Japan. It can be done on the 
sound basis of a naval holiday. If we agree with 
Japan and England to keep the status quo of naval 
power we ‘will not threaten Great Britain and 
Japan cannot threaten us. There will then be no 
reason for England and Japan to form an offensive 
and defensive alliance which would peril America. 
We will remain safe and retain the safety of white 
civilization against any probable aggression from 
a yellow race. That would be a sound and entirely 
unsentimental business “arrangement between 
nations. 

If we reject it we leave the way open for exactly 
the development which Von Tirpitz asserts is the 
hope of England. By building against England we 
would drive her to make an offensive and defen- 
sive ally of Japan, which in turn wouki require 
that we build against the combined navy of both 
those nations. Such a program would be the 
height of folly. Only those who seek the down- 
fall of Great Britain at all costs, like the Sinn 
Fein or the Germans, could counse] otherwise. 

To them, naturally,,their own interests outweigh 
the interests of the United States. Von Tirpfitz 
makes that point clear. To us, however, the inter- 
ests of the United States are paramount. The 
article in question, therefore, emphasizes our need 
of a sound working agreement with either England 
or Japan in order to escape the grave perils which | 
unquestionably impend without such an agreement. |

New Secretary of Labor 
Heard by 4,000 Here. 


Secretary of Labor James J. Davis, 
speaking at the annual banquet of 
Greater cago 
lodge, Loyal Order, 
of Moose, of which 
he is a national of- 
ficer, last night de- 
livered his first 
message to the na- 
tion regarding his 
stand on capital, 
labor, and indus- 
trial problems. 

Mr. Davis ut- 
tered a plea for a 
fair deal for capi- 
tal, a decent living 
wage for labor, 
larger profits for 
farmers through 
lower railroad 
shipping rates, 
and the settlement of al! industria! dis- 
putes through conferences between 
employer and employé. 


Fair Deal His Keynote. ‘ 

He warned labor that if it is to take 
a share in the policies of the nation it 
also must share the national respon- 
sibilities, declaring it was up to labor 
to see that transportation conditions 
were such that the farmer could make 
a fair profit. 

He upheld the right of capital, as well 
as labor, to be given a fair chance to 
present its side of all controversies, 
warning it, however, that a decent liv- 
ing wage was necessary to assure loyal 
Americanism in the ranks of the work- 
ers. 

On the question of building, Secre- 
tary Davis expressed a wish that a law 
be passed giving him the power‘to con 
duct a national investigation; he prom- 
ised he would spare neither the profi- 
teering contractor nor the corrupt 
labor leader. 7

TRIBUNE COOK BOOK 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
Birthday Cake. 


It is not the composition so much as 
the icing and garnishments that make 
a birthday cake. Nevertheless a piain 
butter cake of some sort is commonly 
used, and when the eggs are beaten to 
perfection even a cup cake «oes very 
well. The shape counts, and today a 
round tin is the one favored. A layer 
cake tin may be used by building it 
up with a piece of thick writing paper 
buttered. 

The ancient recipe for white or sil- 
ver cake or what was sometimes called 
mountain cake, and, later, bride cake, 
is always a 00d one. An 1880 version 
of this is interesting because of a de- 
parture from the ordinury method of 
mixing and because of the variations 
it suggests. 

It reads: “Half a cup of butter,’a 
heaping cup of powdered sugar, two 
cups of flour with a teaspoon of baking 
powder sifted in, half a cup of milk, 
whites of six eggs, one teaspoon of al- 
mond extract. Cream the butter and 
add the flour, beating until it is a 
smooth paste. Beat the whites to a 
stiff froth, and add the sugar and ex- 
tract. Now mix both quickly, and 
bake in a sheet about an inch and a 
half thick. About half an hour will 
be needed. 

“Frost while hot, with one white of 
egg, beaten ten minutes with a small 
cup of sifted powdered sugar and juice 
of half a lemon. This frosting hardens 
quickly. Before it is quite hard divide 
it into oblong or square pieces, scor- 
ing at intervals with the back cf a 
large knife. 


“The milk can be cmitted if a 
richer cake is wanted. It may also be
